Contrasting the totals of Groups

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Decreasing Thef ts 


No many years ago automobile stealing was a serious 
obstacle to the development of the automotive industry. 
It looked as if stealing cars would develop into an industry 
of the big business type. 

In 1918, the first year in which statistics on automobile 
thefts and recoveries were kept, the total number of thefts 
reached 27,445, of which 21,675 were recovered by the police 
or some other agency. Reduced to percentages, this meant 


that 21 per cent. of the cars stolen were never returned to 


their rightful owners. 

The situation alarmed the industry. A: great deal of 
time and effort was given to devising methods of prevent- 
ing theft and of recovering the lost car after it had been 
appropriated. By degrees the authorities became more skill- 
ful in tracing stolen cars. The manufacturers’ added pro- 


tections of various kinds, locks, identifying plates, etc. The | 
path of the thief ..as everywhere made harder. Particularly | 
did he have a hard time in disposing of the car he had stolen. | 


Just how successful this campaign has been is 
proved by the recent announcement of theft statistics 
made by the National Automobile Dealers’ Association 
arid covering the year 1927. The total number of cars 
stolen last year was 95,083, but of this number 87,186 
were returned later on to their rightful owners. On a 
percentage basis this means that 8.3 per cent. of the cars 
actually stolen never were recovered. Obviously, the 
methods of recovering stolen automotive property have 
been enormously improved. There still is need fer 
improvement in the matter of preventing thefts.

Today it has a pipe mileage of more than 2,000, and 
additions are being constantly. made. The Shell pipe lines, 
now touch Chicago, St. Louis and reach down into the mid- 
continent fields and over into western Texas. The: north- 
ernmost and southernmost sections of’ this system.are now 
rapidly nearing completion. When a company goes in for 
pipe line construction. in this: fashion -it is fairly evident 
that its operations are being placed upon a permane nt basis.

ONTIAC, April 10.—History of the automotive industry | 
records the. business association of several notable fam- 
ilies of brothers—the Dodge boys, the Fishers, the Grahams, 


and the Wilsons. 

C. B. Wilson and his brother, D. 
R., date back to the beginnings of 
the industry. When R. E.-Olds was 
getting well -under way at Lansing, 
back in 1901, the two Wilsons were 


associated with him. C. B. was 
superintendent ofthe Olds Motor 
Works, then two-years old, and D. 
R. was his brother's assistant. In 


those days, most of the work on 
automobiles was done by hand. 

After a while at Lansing, the 
brothers went to the Ferro Machine 
and Foundry Company at Cleveland, 
C. B. as genera] manager and D. R. 
a@s sales manager. They concen- 
trated. on automotive products, and 
for nine years, from 1905 to 1914, 
were closely associated with the de- 
veloping industry. 

In 1914 they decided to organ- 
ize their own company, the Wilson 
Foundry and Machine Company. 
Accordingly, they- came to_ Pon- 
tiac and bought eight acres of 
land. Part of their first buildings 
were the survivors of -the old 
“Flanders” group, which had been 
used by Walter E. Flanders for 
the manufacture of his electric 
car. By 1916, the brothers had a 
contract with Willys-Oyerland to 
furnish all castings. up to their 
capacity, for the Toledo plant's 
requirements. Demand grew and 
plant capacity was several times 
expanded. The brothers were on 
their: way te a substantial success, 
stil concentrating on foundry and 
machine. work only.
